ABSTRACT 



A basketball goal system may include a rim assembly mat 
ionas part of a breakaway rim that can deflect downwardly 
when a force larger than a predetermined amount la applied 
to the rim. The basketball £oal system may include a support 
polo, a support structure including a pair of upper arms and 
a pair of lower arms, & backboard support frame including 
a pair of elongated members, and a backboard. The elon- 
gated members cf the backboard support frame are prefer* 
ably connected to one of the upper snpp art arms and one of 
the lower support arms cf the support auuctUEC, and these 
upper and lower support arms are preferably connected to 
the support pole* The basketball goal system may also 
include a backboard connected to the backboard support 
frame and a rim assembly iocluolng a pair of support arms, 
The support arms of the rim assembly are preferably con- 
nected to the elongated members of the backboard support 
frame. The baskemall goal system may also Include a rim 
attached to the rim assembly and a resistance mechanism 
mat is preferably connected to the pair of elongated mem- 
bers of the backboard support ire me and the pair of support 
arms of the rim assembly^
